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Must Elect Justice and Constable 
For Palm Springs Judicial 
Township Created This Week 


Palm Springs will have to vote for tw o local tow nship officials at 
the prim ary election on A ugust 50, and the general election November 
8, since the new judicial tow nship of Palm Springs was created by the 
county board of supervisors. 
A justice-of-the-peace and a constable 
must be elected. 
A fter these officials have been chosen, it will no 
longer be necessary for local residents to journey to Banning to transact 
justice court business. 
C andidates may now file for the offices, and the time for filing ends 
at noon, June 25. 
Candidates m ust obtain the names of from 20 to 30 
sponsors on their filing petitions. 


At the m eeting of the county board 
of supervisors in Riverside Monday, 
the supervisors unanimously granted 
the request of Councilman Frank V. 
Shannon, and created Palm Springs 
tow nship in an em ergency ordinance, 
effective imm ediately. 
Thus the vot­ 
ers may select their township officials 
at the prim ary and general elections. 
T he ordinance specifies: 
The creation of Palm Springs tow n­ 
ship from a portion of San Gorgonio 
township. 
The 
m erger 
of 
Bergman 
and 
Diamond tow nships w ith Hemet tow n­ 
ship. 
The enlargem ent of P erris tow nship 
by adding M oreno tow nship and Lake- 
view precinct from San Jacinto tow n­ 
ship. 
Im m ediately upon supervisorial ac­ 
tion, the law became effective to per­ 
m it would-be candidates for the a lte r­ 
ed tow nships to file declarations of 
candidacy before the June 25 dead­ 
line. 
A fter hearing protests from rep re­ 
sentatives from Bergman 
township, 
n ear Hem et, including A. J. Hill, who 
declared th at th e elim ination of tow n­ 
ships "is the entering wedge of a dic­ 
tatorship.” the board passed the ord in ­ 
ance w ithout dissent. 
W hen a group appeared from San 
Jacinto, Supervisor Talbot 
declared 
th at he was not going to abolish th e ir 
tow nship at this time, "although 
1 
would certainly like to in the in te r­ 
ests of efficiency.” Lakeview precinct 
was taken from th at area because of 
geographical advantages betw een th a t 
region and P erris, Talbot said. 
Moreno, 
Bergm an 
and 
Diamond 
precincts w ere all of the 
sm allest 
class and activity was so limited for 
th e justices of the peace and 
con­ 
stables of the districts was so slight 
th at the m ergers were recom mended 
“in the in terests of economy and effi­ 
ciency." 
Palm Springs precinct is advantag­ 
eous to the en tire county because th e

city could obligate itself to pay for 
m aintenance of the library.

MAYOR BOYD 
DISCUSSES 
ZONING 


That the new zoning ordinance is 
m isunderstood by some people, was 
the statem ent by Mayor Philip Boyd 
yesterday noon, in an inform al talk 
before the Lions Club at the 
Palm 
Springs Hotel. 
Tw enty Lions attend­ 
ed the meeting. 
M ayor Boyd said the ordinance will 
be adopted only as 
an 
emergency 
m easure to prevent undesirable con­ 
struction until a planning commission 
can be appointed and they have had 
tim e to prepare a m aster plan. 
"Wo 
will ask the planning comm ission to 
disregard the work we have 
done," 
said the mayor. 
"We want the people to realize that 
we don’t pretend to be perfect in our 
considerations of zoning. 
The mem­ 
bers of the council are availau.e at 
any time to discuss with the property 
owners their problem s.” 
W hen asked if the zoning ordinance 
will invalidate deed restrictions, Mr. 
Boyd said, "W here the zoning ordin­ 
ance is more liberal than the deed re­ 
strictions, the deed restrictions will 
apply. 
W here the deed restrictions 
are more liberal, the zoning ordinance 
will apply.” 
He said petitions from a num ber of 
people would have included

feet of Palm Canyon frontage a t the 
north entrance of town.

Army Officer 
Killed In 
Plane Crash 


An army lieutenant was killed in­ 
stantly last night, but a passenger es­ 
caped with only m inor injuries when 
a pursuit plane on night m aneuvers 
crashed in a heavy fog three miles 
west of Banning. 
The victim is Second 
L ieutenant 
Joseph C. M arcy, pilot in the arm y 
reserve corps. He was thrown through 
the fuselage as the speedy ship struck 
a sm all hill on the Dysart ranch. His 
body, still strapped to the seat, was 
150 feet from the plane. 
He w as al­ 
most decapitated. 
H is passenger, Private W illiam son 
W hite, also w as throw n 
from 
the 
wreckage, but was not badly injured. 
M arch Field officers said they un­ 
derstood W hite had jumped from the 
plane, landing with the aid of a para­ 
chute, but residents of Banning who 
investigated said he was also thrown 
out. 
The ship exploded and w as quickly 
destroyed by fire. 
Marcy's plane was one of 14 which 
left March Field at 8 p. m. for night 
flying practice on the desert. 
The 
crash occurred at 9:45. as the ships, 
m em bers of the thirty-fourth 
attack 
squadron, headed hack through 
San 
Gorgonio Pass to the base. 
R esidents of Banning said several 
of the ships, flying extrem ely 
low, 
passed over the city. 
Fog was alm ost 
im penetrable. 
Officials at the 
ati­ 
base, when first word of the crash was 
flashed to them , radioed all ships still 
on the desert to land at Palm Springs. 
A fter a telephone conversation w ith 
W hite, Major V ictor H. Strahm , oper­ 
ations officer at M arch Field, ordered 
an am bulance to the scene. 


Busine^ License 
Law Now in Force; 
Payments Due July 1 


Ordinance No. 11, providing for the 
licensing of wholesale and reiail busi­ 
nesses, trades and occupations, 
was 
adopted by the city council W ednes­ 
day night and is now in full force and 
effect, therefore, every person engaged 
in business in Palm Springs m ust pay 
a license fee beginning July 1st. 
Paym ents are due on the first day 
of July, October, January and April, 
and shall be paid for each q uarter or 
fraction thereof. 
The complete schedule of license 
fees is on file at the fire station and 
a t the office of the Palm 
Springs 
Business 
Men's 
A ssociation 
in 
the 
Plaza. 
R ates are practically th e sam e as in 
other cities of this size and are not 
excessive. 
It is estim ated the rev­ 
enue front business license fees will 
am ount to about $5.000 annually. 
Violation of the ordinance consti­ 
tutes a m isdem eanor, punishable by a 
fine of $300, or three m onths im prison­ 
m ent in the county jail, o r both. 


Violation of the ordinance is desig­ 
naled as a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine not to exceed $300, or by 
Imprisonment in the county jail 
for 
not more than three m onths, or both. 
Each and every day during which the 
violation is com m itted shall he deem ­ 
ed a separate offense. 


It is now necessary to secure a 
building permit from Building In­ 
spector Charles Burkett, or from 
his assistant, Jerry Sanborn, for 
any new construction or changes 
to be made in any buildings 
in 
Palm Springs. 
The fees are as 
follows as stated in 
the 
ordin­ 
ance: 


$50.00 or less, no fee; $50.000 
to 
$1001, $2.00; an additional fee of $2.00 
for each additional $1000 or fraction to 
and including $15,000. and an addition­ 
al fee of $1.00 for each 
additional 
$1000 or fraction to and including $50,­ 
000. and an addition fee of 50c 
for 
each additional $1,000 or fraction. 
“No person shall erect or construct 
or proceed with the erection or con­ 
struction of any building nor add to, 
enlarge, move, improve, alter, repair, 
convert, extend or dem olish or cause 
same to be done without first obtain­ 
ing a building perm it therefor from 
the building inspector. 


Fire Zone 
Ordinance 
Is Adopted 


Ordinance No. 9. establishing three 
fire zones in Palm Springs, was adopt­ 
ed W ednesday evening by the 
city 
council as an em ergency m easure, and 
is now in full force and effect. 
Fire Zone No 1 is the business dis­ 
trict in which all new construction 
must he fire-proof in the future. 
R egulations in Fire Zones 2 and 3, 
which com prise the rest of the city, 
are not so stringent, but prohibit tiro 
hazards. 
The ordinance is aimed to reduce 
fire insurance rates and to protect 
owners of buildings as well as adjoin­ 
ing property. 
D etails of th e ordinance are to he 
found in Section 1601 
of the 
Palm 
Springs Building Code, which will be 
on file in the city hall for inspection 
by the public. 


Ask City to Vacate 
Two Local Streets

Medical Doctor Needed 
e 
During Summer Months 


(A n Editorial) 
It has been discovered by prom inent citizens interested in the wel­ 
fare o f Palm Sprnigs th at a serious condition prevails in this city at 
this tim e—we arc now w ithout the services of a medical doctor. 
The 
nearest physician ts a good 30 to 40 minutes away and a delay of this 
duration hi an emergency could be fatal. 
A lthough during the w inter season Palm Springs has m any fine 
physicians as well as a m odern hospital, which more than am ply take 
care of the needs of the village, now all the physicians and surgeons 
have left for the sum mer and our hospital has closed its doors. 
Many 
citizens are frankly w orrying about the situation and are deploring the 
fact th at a city with as m any residents as Palm Springs has at this time 
is w ithout medical protection. 
It is estimated by those in a position to know that the population 
of Palm Springs nght now is between 1500 and 2000 persons. 
Among 
such a large group of people an emergency requiring the immediate 
services of a competent physician or surgeon is liable to arise at any 
time. 
In case of a bad accident, heat prostration, sunstroke, rattlesnake 
bite, o r violent illness, a patient possibly could not survive a ¿rip to 
Banning or Indio, especially if transported by inexperienced people in 
an automobile not suited for the purpose. 
H arry Batchelor, vice-president and manager of Smoke Tree Ranch, 
appeared before the city council on W ednesday evening and asked if 
som ething could be done to have a physician available here at all itmes 
throughout the summer. 
H e stated that Smoke T ree Ranch would he 
willing to join with other employers in the village to underw rite a fund 
to pay the expenses of a doctor during the summer. 
T h e seriousness of the situation was brought close to home vcstcr 
day morning when a group of citizens were visiting in the office 
of A rchie O. Palmer. 
Palm er w ent out back for a few minutes to open 
the rear door of a neighboring shop for a client. 
A s he was attem pting 
to unlock the door, jiggling it to facilitate matters, the pane of glass in 
the door fell out, severely cutting his leg. 
Blood flowed profusely from the deep gash in Mr. Palm er’s leg, 
and for a moment it was feared an artery had been cut. 
Luckily, this 
was not the case— but it very easily might have been. 
H arry Brott came 
over from the Palm Springs D rug and administered first aid and in the 
afternoon Palmer drove to Banning to have a doctor take carc of the 
wound. 
Something should be done as soon as possible to remedy this situa­ 
tion. 
T he summer residents of our city should have proper medical 
proetction. A trip to Banning or Indio, or a delay of 30 to 40 minutes 
to bring a doctor here from one of those towns could be fatal to one of 
our citizens.
